'' There seems to be a dearth of 
comment on the accomplish- 
ments .of. the 90th Congress.

organized crime; (c) - clarifica- 
tion' of police investigation pro- 
cedures in an effort to avoid U. 
S. Supreme Court interferences; 
(d) requirement for cooperation 
between federal, state, -and local 
authorities. 

• Over the opposition of the U. 
S. Attorney General, the Con- 
gress passed an anti-riot bill and 
a measure making it a Federal 
crime to bum or otherwise dese- 
crate the American flag. 

The Congress also enacted 
stiff gun control legislation ban- 
ning interstate sales of all types 
of guns and ammunition. 

Several other measures to im- 
prove law enforcement in our 
Federal courts arc these: (a) 
creation of. a new- Federal Judi- 
cial Center designed ^to speed 
up and improve the administra- 
tion of justice, particularly in 
criminal cases; (b) establish- 
ment of a system of Federal 
magistrates (with broad juris- 
diction) to replace the political- 
ly dominated and frequently un- 
skilled U. S. Commissioners; and 
(c) a new method of selecting 
jurors to assure that no discrim- 
ination shall be practiced be- 
cause of race, or color. 

The area of civil rights was 
considered in other legislative 
measures including a bill to pro- 
tect persons in the exercise of 
existing constitutional right'- 
and those who are assisting per- 
sons in registering, voting, or 
pursuing other civil rights such 
as equal, job opportunities, pub- 
lic accommodations, and, fair 
housing. An equally ^important 
measure was the bill to protect 
law enforcement officers and 
others involved in suppressing 
riots and.Vdisordcrs' occurring in 
connection witH; violent dem- 
onstrations. 

The Congress took particular 
note of the subject of education 
by establishing the Vocational 
Education Act to update the 
pract ical t raining service's which 
public, schools should — off cr - to" 
those who do not choose a col- 
lege education. Also, the Con- 
gress provided for expansion of 
the school lunch program and 
for. extending provisions for 
loans and other support for stu- 
dents seeking a higher education. 
Other significant legislation 
includes: (a) a new law relating 
to juvenile delinquency; (b) a 
new Wliolesome Poultry Act 
which requires state inspection 
of-poultry products; (c) a new 
.statute to protect the public 
health by controlling the use of 
drugs administered to "animals 
raised for human consumption; 
(d) an amendment to the 
Truth-in-Lending Act "-to re- 
quire full disclosures of interest 
and carrying charges; and . (ej 
a bill to protect consumcrs?a- 
gaihst hazardous products in- 
cluding flammable wearing ap- 
parel . §■'• -. 

Most' of these e accomplish- 
ments by the 90th Congress 
have been without the initiative 
or support of the Administra- 
tion. Indeed, the present Con- 
gress has not been content to ad- 
vance its own legislative mea- 
sures but has undertaken to sub- 
stantially revise much of the 
misdirected and ill-advised legis- 
lation of the earlier Great Soc- 
iety era.

Areas suited to tree crops in- 
clude steep, erosive soils, land 
with low fertility levels and small 
acreages cut off by streams or 
other barriers from the main part 
of the farm.

The Secretary said the major 
objectives are "to see that all 
needy children, are provided 
meals on a consistent, uniform 
basis in individual schools and in 
all schools within the same school 
districts or jurisdictions." The, 
guides* also provide, for protecting 
the anonymity of youngsters get- 
ting the special help. 

"These standards, mark a tre- 
mendous steps toward our goal of 
enabling every child to obtain nu- 
tritious food at school, regard- 
less of his parents' income," Sec- 
retary Freeman said.
